WAGES FOR “DOLES” 

Four gangs of relief men went on 
strike at Preston, Ont., in protest against 
the wages being paid them by the town 
council. The despatch does not state what 
the wages were. The strike suggests that, 
plainly enough for practical purposes. The 
men were on relief, which means they were 
getting “subsistence allowance,” not real 
wages. 

That explains the strike. It also ex- 
plains why more “protests” of the kind 
must be looked for. Canada’s unemployed 
men have endured the hardships of defla- 
tion with a patience that is unusual. They 
have done so in hope and expectation that 
a definite turn to better times and better 
pay would come without too long delay. 
But “hope deferred” is working its inevit- 
able effect. Men, educated, intelligent, and 
used to something better, cannot be ex- 
pected to continue to work indefinitely for 
barely enough to eat, enough to wear, and 
a place to sleep. 

Our governing authorities should take 
that fact into account. A man can pro- 
duce more wealth in a year than is repre- 
sented by three meals a day, the necessary 
clothing, and shelter from the weather. He 
knows that. He will put up with that rate 
of pay as a temporary arrangement. He 
will not accept 1t as his appointed lot and 
due portion. Heaven has not decreed any 
such destiny for him; and he knows it. 

By whatever means they may choose, 
the governments in Canada, if they are 
wise, will get away from the “relief allow- 
ance” policy with the least possible delay 
and start paying men wages for do 
useful work. 

BACK TO WHAT? 

Alberta’s provincial telephone system 
is feeling the effects of deflation reacting 
upon the earnings of its customers. Doing 
without the ‘phone is one way in which a 
considerable number of house-holders and 
businessmen in town and country are “re- 
conciling” themselves to forty years ago 
incomes, 

In the last six months the system has 
lost 184 rural subscribers, and 1679 urban 
subscribers, most of the latter in the city 
of Calgary. In all, 1863 Alberta business- 
men and house-holders, outside Edmonton, 
have decided that the telephone one 
thing they will have to get along without 
if they are to return to the standard of 
living and the way of doing business which 
prevailed before the telephone came into 
general use. 

That is one practical illustration of 
what it will mean if Canadians have to 
turn back the hands of the clock and con- 
tent ourselves with the wage levels and 
price levels of an earlier generation. Twen- 
tieth century conveniences and luxuries 
cannot be bought out of nineteenth cen- 
tury incomes. Telephones, automobiles, 
and an endless array of improvements 
with which we have become familiar, will 
have to be got along without, if public 
men and economists are right who tell us 
that we shall have to go back to the simple 
standards of our fathers’ or grandfathers’ 
day. 

Are the people of Canada going to al- 
low themselves to be thrust back into 
those conditions? They are not. The 
amazing fact is that some political leaders 
and financial authorities seem to think 
they will.

Both inflation and deflation were bad, he 
said, but inflation was more to be dreaded 
because the harder to control; “A _ poli- 
ticilan with a printing press is very danger- 
ous.”

In fact one 
member of the Dominion cabinet says they 
have overworked it hopelessly. In which 
case the New York Bond Club is due for a 
jolt one of these days when the remit- 
tances from Canada cease to arrive. 

These political printers have not of 
course been striking off dollar bills for the 
use of the governments; that would be 
“perilous” inflation of the currency.

A Liberal “election paper” was on the 
press’ when the news came of Mr. Bowser’s sudden 
death from heart failure. An article critical of his 
present policies with illustrations from his past, 
had to be pulled out of the form, and all other 
articles closely read. Sentences in reference to his 
present candidature were expunged. Where critical 
references had been made to “ex-Premier Bowser” 
or “the Bowser government” they had be be altered 
to “a former premier,” or “a former government,” 
etc. Warnings to the electors of Vancouver Centre 
to be sure and poll both their votes on Nov. 2nd, 
had to be changed to a notice that polling was de- 
ferred in that riding to Nov. 27.

Doubly unfortunate 
for the paper, it had ventured on a criticism of the 
artists who were to sing before Their Majesties at 
the concert on Coronation night. The musical critic 
wrote very convincingly the sort of criti jargon 
that n cal critics revel in.

Health and Diet Advice

CONSTIPATION CURABLE SYMPTOM 

The average person is more interested in the 
condition of his intestines than in any other sub- 
ject under the sun, it is said. I know that I receive 
more letters asking about how to overcome intest- 
inal sluggishness than about any other subject. 

The intestines are sluggish when too long a time 
elapses between movements, 
when the stools are too small, 
when they are hard and dry 


ed, Many thousands of people 
are constipated without know- 
ing it, for the reason that al- 
though the intestinal movement 
oceurs once a day, the bowel 
contents are so delayed that the 
material thrown out should 
have been gotten rid of two or 
three days before 

A simple test you may use to 
find out if the food material is 

Dr. F. McCoy moving along the intestine as 
fast as it should is to take a large helping of 
cooked beets. The red coloring will appear in the 
feces in 18 hours if the body cleanses itself well, 
will appear in 24 hours if the action is normal and 
if it does not appear for 48 hours, then this would 
indicate that the intestines are too sluggish and 
that treatment is required. 

During the time that the wastes are kept in 
the large intestine, poisons are absorbed and this 
poisoning from the large bowel is one of the most 
important causes of sickness. Among ~he many 
dsieases made worse by intestinal toxemia are 
rheumatism, acne, epilepsy, piles, liver trouble, 
neuritis, colitis, ecxema, catarrh, digestive dis- 
orders, and many others. A chronic state of un- 
cleanliness in the large intestine may be associated 
with adheesions, kinks, prolapsus and stretching 
or distention of the colon 

Two general types of constipation occur 
first one is found in those with flabby, 
“lazy,” intestines. There may be present over- 
weight and a large abdomen but few other symp- 
toms. The second one is found in those of a thin, 
nervous type with tensed intestines. The bowel 
contracts in certain areas with a cramp-like action 
which causes the spastic or tensed intestine which 
clenches around any irritating material about the 
same as would clench your fist. The person 
with this type often has many other distressing 
symptoms and is likely to develop spastic colitis 
By pressing the abdomen with the fingers, tender 
spots are located and any food in the ascending 
colon may feel like hard lumps. In such cases 
the indiscriminate use of large amounts of rough- 
age may cause distress by irritating the tender 
spots. 

Intestinal sluggishness merely a symptom 
that the bowels are not functioning as they should 
and can not be considered a disease. It is a symp- 
tom largely produced by wrong habits of liv 
and is easily curable when these habits are changed 
to right ones. 

The first poor health habit which may cause 
constipation is wrong diet. A diet made up of 
refined, concentrated foods which does not supply 
the indigestible bulk or roughage needed to fill up 
the intestine and give it something to work upon 
is the most important single cause of clogging of 
the intestines. The second poor health habit which 
adds to any tendency to slowness in emptying the

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intestine is lack of exercise. hose who 
sitting down are the most frequent victims. The 
third wrong health habit which increases consti- 


pation is that of neglecting tq attend to this im- 
portant matter at a regular time. Mental habits of 
strain and worry will also slow up elimination. 
The human intestine in health has the ability to 
throw off wastes as easily as the lungs throw out 


used air. As the result of living in the wrong way, 
it is generally taught to slow down. In 7 cases 
out of 10, all that is needed to establish normal 


action is to follow faithfully those good habits of 
living which will have the desirable effect of re- 
taining the lazy intestine to do its work.

OUR “MOTHER OF EDUCATION 

This date, November 1, of 
importance in the history of edu- 
cation in Canada. On November 
1, 1788, Bishop Inglis, the first 
Church of England bishop 
Canada, opened at Windsor 
academy which developed into 
King's college, for many years at 
Windsor, but now at Halifax. It 
may well be called the “Mother 
of Education in Canada,” for it 
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was the first institution of its 
kind in British America. 
As soon as the bishop had laid 


the foundations of his diocese he 
turned his attention .to the need 
for education; he persuaded a 
number of business men at Hali- 


fax to bring pressure to bear 
upon the legislative council; he 
secured a grant of money; he 


procured a building at Windsor; 
he selected Archibald Paine 
Inglis, his nephew, as principal; 
and on All Saints day the acad- 
emy was opened by the bishop 
in the presence of “a numerous 
and respectable company of the 
magistrates and principal gentle- 
men of the County of Hants.” Six- 
teen students were admitted. In 
1789 the House of Assembly pass- 
ed an act founding the college and 
granted £400 a. year “to be paid 
out of the duties on loaf or refined 
sugars.” The next year he secured 
£1,000 from the British House of 
Commons, the promise of a royal
